Ill theiicld trml of spntyiug machines 


under tiie direction i.f the Cornell sta- 
tion, twu classic of hori-ejiower ma- 
chines were entered — gravity machines, 
or those that simply dripped out the 
water by its own weight, und those 
that carried a pump to force the water 
out. All the gravity machines failed to 
throw out the bordeaux mixture. They 
quickly clogged and becunio useless. 
While these machines will handle paris 
greeu iu water fairly well, they are uot 
serviceable with bordeaux mixture, for 
tlie lijuo will Purely clog them unless 
sonio force isemployt-d to push the mix- 
ture out. 
The machines with pump at- 


tachment did het'er. The most elTective 
sprayer was a homemade affair thus 
tk.seribed by Rural New Yorker: 


Last among Ihe mounted sprayers 


earuo a rude, wild woodsy affair which 
contrasted strongly with its painted 
and polished namesake. It consisted of 
the frame and wheels of an old gram 
drill, shoitened to {it thre« fe.->t potato 
rows.

Filtering the Salt Out. 


A well known Austrian engineer, 


M. Pilester, is stated to have discov- 
ered a remarkable property of the 
trunks of trees—namely, that of re- 
taining the salt or sea water that has 
riltered through the trunk in the di- 
rection of the fibers. He has conse- 
quently constructed an apparatus de- 
siirned'to utilize this property in ob- 
taining potable water for the use of 
Chips' crews. This apparatus consists 
of a pump, which sucks up the sea 
water into a reservou and then forces 
it into the tiller formed by the tree 
trunk. As soon as the pressure reach- 
es one-fifth to two-fifths atmosphere 
the water is seen—at the end of from 
one to three minutes, according w> 
the kind of wood used—to make its 
exit from the other extremity of the 
trunk, at first in drops and then in 
tine streams: the water thus filtered 
being potable—freedf. in fact from 
every particle of the usual saline 
. _-u- which is such a drawback to the 
water obtained in the ordinary man- 
ner.
